Claims 1-55 are allowed.

As to claim 1 , the prior art of record, taken alone or In combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a positioning apparatus comprising first measurement means 
for measuring a position and/or inclination of a moving part havinc an optical element 
while being kept from contact with said moving part, the optical element being part of an 
optical system to guide light to expose .
